I. The Rife, Progrefs and Succefs of this novel 
Prad^ice, or artificial Small Pox, in Bofion. 

A Phyfician of this Place, lent to a certain Reverend 
Gentleman of the Town the Philofophical TranfaHions, 
wherein he found the Letters of Timonius and Pylarinus,^ 
ffom the Levant to the Royal Society in London, giving 
fome Account of the Method and Succefs of this

ipraftice, asalCo contrary to the declared Opinion of the 
PraBiti^nen in Phyjicky they make a fecond Att'empt on 
f few with indifferent good Succefs: At length many 
inoculated /w/tr vtuch •, Mrs. D—-—1 ( and others whom 
Time may bring to light ) ^(j'ef of it; Then they gave 
pyt, that the Infcdion was fo univerfal, that it wag 
likely all the Inoculated had retsejved the Infedlion ia 
the cpmmon Way* »nd the difference of Climate from 
^hat in the Levant was the reafon of the Eruptions be-? 
ing more. They feem to intermit the Pradice for fome 
time; but left it fhould be taken for recanting, they ral- 
ij OQce more, and with Precaution inoculate thofe who 
could not bcfufpeflcd of having received the Infedioa 
in the natural Way, for fome Days pretty lucky; but 
^pon aftet feveral of the Lioculated dye^ \nd many fufr 
fer much. Now they fay the Winter Seafon will not 
do, th(3i' this is the only Seafon recommended by theit 
Juthoys : So that with various Succefs it has been 
pradiCed fince the middle of June to this Time on aoout 
Two Hundred Subjefts.

Fjrsl, Timodius and Pylarinus Communrcationt to tht 
JRoyal Society-, ( falfely faid in a late Paper to be appro* 
ved of by them« ) If all that is publilhed in che Pby* 
lojophical TranfaSionSy viz. Amufements, Projeds, cie-* 
dulops Relations^ ought to be put in Pradice, the 
Wofld would be foon turn'd upfide down. How ridicu^ 
lous is it then to find fault with the owner of the Tr ^nf' 
iK?/c7; ijbecaufe he does not comply with their WIC Kt D 
P^S J R ES to reprint here thofe Accounts of thcLe- 
vant Gentlemen ? He has more regard to the Lives and 
Hei^lth of his Neighbours, than thus to bring them in- 
fo a Snare. If his Confcience could give way to fuci» 
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Things, he might tranfcribe and publifti from the Plilo- 
fophical TranfaSiovt and other Authors, many Projetil: 
and Amufements, no lefs feizable than this, but which 
might prove dangeroui Edge-Tooh in the Hands of Fools, 
I fhall inftance but one, wiiich if it were not for its bad 
Confequences, might be of vaftly more univerfal Benefit

The Transfufion of the Blood of a found Perlon into the 
body of a Morbid Subjeft, firft projedled and pradtifcd 
by a very eminent Phyficiaa Dr. Richard Lover: It is to 
be found in Phil, Tranfaff. for Dec. 1666, being a Letter 
to iht Hon. Mr. Boy ley dated Oxford 6th July^ 1666, 
where he defcribes the whole procefs of the Operation ; 
it was afterwards putinPradice in France, and publiflied 
there March 1667 ; and in Dr. Lowers Works fince pub- 
lifhed, it is farther recommended, faying, that tho* it is 
the difpofition of fome Men not to be pleafed, and not 
to allow of any new thing but what proceeds from 
themfelves, he doubts not but this Invention may be 
much for the benefit of Mankind, if praftifed by a well 
advifed and difcreet Perfon ; then gives inftances of 
lome on whom this had been pradifed i afterwards tells 
what Subjedls may allow of this Practice, and recom- 
mends it in the Gout and many other chronical Ails-^ and 
^tfixts the Pbyjici an: all the World over to put it in 
Pradice, that by ufe and cuftom the Pra(aice of it may 
become univerfal ; concludes, that as Harvey difcoveied 
the benefit of Circulation within the proper vefTels of an 
individual, he had found the way of trAnsf erring Circula- 
tion without the Sphere of the Individual, for the bene*- 
fit of a fecond Perfon.

Timonins fays, None that 
ever ufed ity dyed of the Small Pox j. and in another place 
« mentions two inoculated Children who dyed, but fays 
he it was of Cacochymy \ we to our fad experience know, 
that feveral have dyed. He fays without referve, They 
who have this Inoculation pradifed upon thim are fub- 
jed to very llight Symptoms, and in another place of J o 
who yNQXt Inoculated about the fame time, four had the 
Symptoms worfe, and came near the confluent kind^ as 
we have alfo learn'd in our experience ; feveral of the 
Inoculated in Bojlon, when I infinuated to them the 
danger of having, after fome time, the Small Pox in the 
common way, told me, it could not poffibly happen, 
becaufe their eruption Fever was mort violent than gent- 
rally in the common roay.

Some of Dr. Afs Inoculated Ar- 
my have had the fame Fate, which might ferve as aa 
Argument that the /H0fwi<3/e</ may have the Small Pox 
afterwards in the common way ; but fuch weak Argu- 
ments our caufe does not require. To confirm this you 
have at length in two of their little Books a fiUy Story 
or familiar Interview and Converfation between two 
hlack ( Negroe ) Gentlemen, zxiA a couple of the Revercni 
Promoters, concerning Inoculation.

Their third ^//e^a/zoH in favourofjt is, If it Jjad 
heen unfuccefsful or attended with lad covfequences{ fince 
it has been praflifed many Yeais inTurky ) it viuH needs 
have hecn cut of countenance and have cecifed long ago- 
An indifferent Perfon would more naturally reafon tlius ; 
If it had not been attended with bad confequences (Hnce 
it has been known tofeveral Fhyficicians o\Qt Europe 
for many Years ) and being fo fafe for the time and of 
fuch an unparrallel'd ulefulnefs, it muft have been prac- 
tifed all the World over long ago, not fo many Princes 
andgreat i'/^/e/wt??? have died of {he Small P'3;i-, and all 
the C7;r/3/^j»j world continue folong in zaohjliuate bread* 
of the fixth Commandnient, 

Tile fourth fort of Motives comprehends all the wide 
and wild Comparifons thpy have made in favour of it j few 
of them will bear repeating. 

The comparifon of their Neighhour*s Houfe heing nn 
/re, and the fecuring their own without delay. They 
ihould have added, the faving their own, nor by an in- 
fallible method, and 'with the certain confequences of 

putting 
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putting the Town in Flames ( ivfeffion fpreaJivg) m 
all corners ; thus the conflagration being univerfal, the 
few hands which might in a great meafure Jceep the ac- 
cidental Fire under, or fave much Subftance, cannot be 
fo ferviceable in a calamity fo univerfal; befides the 
greater intenfnefs olF the Fire.

lyable to all the Inconveniencys of being at Sea, ( chro- 
7iieal J,ls perh.ips,) -v^'heXQof at length I dye, if in due 
time I do not get afhore. Or as it relates to Infedion, 
take it as follows. When an Inundation threatens us, 
as before, I with fome»thers, ( ENDEAVOUR ING 
'THE GOOD OF THE PEOPLE, ) take the firffc 
favourable Opportuii'ty (v.g. of a Lull) breakdown 
I'onie part of the Dike, float off our Veffels, and put to 
I Sea 
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Sea for our o%vn Safety : Thus the Waters, inftead of 
coming on gradually, as they would in Courfe of Na- 
ture, do with a fuddxn Impetuofity lay all under in a 
Ihort Time. 

Their iiidiftinft, confufed, fuperficlal Notions of 
Things, makes their P/ry^crt/ Cow/ari/onj [o wdd. They 
compare the taking of preventing Phyfick to the Pro- 
curing a Contagious Diftemper. They do not know 
ho_w to diftinguilh between aDileafe fimply Epidemick, 



may be allowed of in the Firft, which are Dangerous 
and DeftrudUve in the other. Preventive Phyfick I 
think, is generally given to prevent Relapfes, but not 
the firft onfet of Difeafes. I never heard of a Sahvation 
given to prevent a Po;^, nor oi Vejicatorys to one who 
never had the Head-ake to fecure him from it. If anf 
Patient thought that one in Thirty, or Forty, or an Hun- 
dred, died of a /^o>«//, or any other preventive Phyfick, 
it could not be expeded they would undergo it, efpeci- 
ally if the Confeciuence muft certai;ily be fome dubious 
Dijlempcr.' 

The Comparifon of theCortex Peru, orjefuits Powder, 
favours this Praftice moil, being a true Specifick in in- 
termitting Fevers or Agues. We learnt it from the Spa- 
nijb hidians in the Southern Parts of Jmerica, It was 
found to prevent totally, or for fome confiderable time 
the return oi aguijb Fits. At its firft Entrance into Eu- 
rope not having ty Experience ( and to the Cojl of tJie 
fit ft Tryers) learnt thedofing and timing of it, and what 
Conftitutions would bear it, inftead of the intermitting 
Fever which it prevented, it left many chronical and 
fatal Ails, which did not appear but in Procels of time; 
So that People were very fhy of ir, and chofe rather the 
Jgue Ihould take its natural Couvfe, or ufual Method of 
Cure, tho' a few did die of it than be liable to thefe 
Jfier-claps, of which in Procefs of Time many died. I 
ask our Conference Dire^ors, whether at that time, they 
who would not uie the Cortex (for then the faluiary ufe

caufe of its fufpe£led Confequeuces ; are they Breaker x 
p/ the Sixth Commandment ? 

The Fifth Motive to induce People to come into this 
Method of Inoculation, is the late Jccounts from En" 
gland^ of its being laft Summer prartis'd and approv'd of 
there. The KING ( fays one of the Inoculators ) Vrtnce^ 
and moft eminent Phyficians in Lo7idon and Dw/'Z/n, have 
declared their Approbation of it, audit is ^fuccefsfnl 
VraHice there. This is either a Dream, fecond Sight, or 
a contrived Storj^ for the lateft News from thence only jr| 
tell us that after much Intcrceflion of fome Surgeonty/^io 
were in the Humour of making Experiments, and the 
king's advifmg with the learned at Law, the KING 
did condefcend to allow this to be tryed oh a few con- 
Jemned Criminals, Some News-Writers^ according to 
Cuftom, without any good Aurhority, fay it was likely 



»nd confequently wants Confirmation ? what the par- 
tial Accounts of iheSuccefs of ihisPradtice in5o/;n fent 
home, may do in the influencing fome to give into it, I 
"lhall not foretell. From this we may learn, that in En- 
gland they did not venture on it without Permiflion of 
the Government our Inoculating Farfons do it in Spite 
■pf the Government, or SeUB Men of the Town. 

Their Sixth Allegation in favour of it is, AUho pro-

At firft 
they gave out, That it was a Method not infe^iiig, pr»^ 
curing only a f mull quantity of Eruptionst hut never Death, 
nor any bad covfequencgy and was an infallible Stcuritf 
againH ever after having the Small Pax. This was attel- 
ted ex verbo jSacerdotum \ and who would not have com- 
ply'd with it, if Pr«</e?ife and Reafon founded partly on 
the Tejlimony of fome who had been in the Levant, had 
not been ftronger than our Faith in thefe Parfons gratis 
diSum and in procefs of Timeour own ^^^er/ence con- 
cur'd with thefe Teftimonies : We foon found it infeSl*. 
^ ing ; many have dy*d of the Infeftion received from the 
Inoculated, whofe Deaths in a great meafure lies at the 
Jnoculators Doors.

Their 
DJRING PR ACTIC E on Women with Child who 
viifcMiy'd while under Inoculation, they do not meHti- 
on, as if procuring ^/^o;//o» were a very innocent Prac- 
tice i I forbear the Names of fome who are inftances of 
this JF'ickednefs. Now at length the Dijlemper in its na- 
tural Courfe abating, feveral who dye under Inoculation, 
«an no longer be concealed ; Some of them now fay the 
Winter Scafon will not do, the' it be the only Seafon 
prefcrib'd by their Juthors ; And in the name of others, 
one of the Inoculators, J ^o«7/^ Confcience keeper^ fays, 
1 am not at all jby to fay, that Jome viay virfcarry under it, 
hecaufe Qod keep! us in a depeniance on hmfelf in the nfe 
I of means ; and if a man dyes under Inoculation he dyes in 
the life of means. O.IMPlETl'.' IfaManmay make 
free with his own Body Natural, becaufe in Confcienc©^ 
Jie thinKs he ought to do fo, this not only countenances 
the old Roman Doctrine of Felo de /e, but is alfo a coi- 
fiderable Step towards the makiivg free with the Body 
Politick. V. g. He forefees fomething like to be am/fs in 
the State, which in Conjcience he is obliged to prevent 
by a leO'cr Illnefs or Commotion ; as has happened ii» 
feveral Places in Europe in former times by the Inffcigati- 
on of fome who call rherafelves ^^//^/c;mx.

III. Reafons againft the Ufeof Inoculation at prefenr, 
tnd until further Light. 

My humble Opinion of Inoculation i^ as of all bold 
Experiments of Confequence in the PraSice of P/jyJick, 
That "Whatever iheSuccefs or Confequences may be,( and 
the more Tryals the more Light ) they may be of a pub- 
lick Advantage, tho' at the Rifque of the firft Patients. 
If it anfwer, after Generations will reap the Benefit o£ 
ft if otherways, the miferable Sufferers will be record- 
ed as bold, raih, infatuated Fools^ the Pradice for evet 
afier abhor'd, and the Promoters thereof ftigmatized as 
Murtherers. 

All folid and fovfnd Phyhfopfjy^thzx. is Natural Hijlory^ 
is founded on Ohfervations made, and Experiments takea 
of the various Aftions and Influences of Natural Bodyt 
on one another. I wasalwaysfondofthiskind ofKnow- 
Jedge, efpecially as it related to Humane Bodies in a Neal- 
tijy or Morhid State ; and if thefe two dear Characlerso^ 
a Good CitiiKn znd Good Cbrijli an could be difpenfed 
with, I fhould have been pleafcd to fee fome Thoufanda • 
inoculated with feveral other Diftempets as well as the 
Small Poar; but for the following Reafons I could not ac 
prefent comply with this novel, raih, and duhiout 
Pi a dice. 

I. Poyfoning and ff reading infe^ion, are hy the fenat 
Laws of England Felony. Inoculation falls in with the 
^rft without any Contradidion and if a Perfon of fo 
veak a ConSitutton^ that any the leaft Illnefs may proVe 
fatal to him, Ihould be inoculated, and fulfer but the 
tenth Part of what feveral of the Inoettlated have done, 
lie mult unavoidably perilh, and his hffulator diem'd 

C guilty 
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guilty of wilful Poyfoning, This is the Reafon I fup- 
pole, why the Practitioiieis of ^yy?o?j thought themfelves 
noifafe to venture on a Thing of fuch Confequencc. 
Suppohag only One in a Thouraad ftiould die cfthis 
Method, it cannot with Safety to the luocui.uor be 
pradis'd^ without an Ad of Parliament, exempting Ins- 
euLitiou by a fworn PradUtioner from the Penaltys of po^- 

fonivg and fprcidiug luftHioti. I thinly B it's Friends 

ftould advile him to take his Tryaly while fo many ju- 
flicious Magiftrntes and Minifters are in the Humour of 
Jnoculation^ left any time hereafter, during his Natural 
Life, he be brought on his Tryal either on the KING'i 
Account, or by tlie Relations- r 

2. The Perfoihil Tifttmomes of feve>^ Gentlemen who 
/-'iTi'e ;w Levant ( whereof, fome have been pub- 
lifhed in the Weekly News Letters ) importing, that 
fame InoctiLned have dy'd under it ( As have lately 
feen feveral amongft outfelves ) othtrs h^ve thereafter 
heen miferalU hy its difm.il Efe^s-'and Covftquences ; and 
fome have had the Small Pox in tfje natural J^ay uottvith" 
JliUidivg, But their Teftimonies fays Dr. C. Al. are not 
worth a Straw ^ tho* in Caf.; of any felonious Ail ion a-, 
gainft himfelf, they would be worth his Neck in any 
Court of Juftice. . 

5. It feems agreeable to Reafon,, and the Experience 
f\'e have of Diftempers received by^ContavS, That by 
Inoczilationy not only r/je Small Pox, Httmaiy other chro- 
nical Difteiupers C hereditary or acquired ) of the ferfott 
from rvhom the f icky Matter is received^ are comvnmicated 
io the -perfon inoculated -t for aW Conftrtniion Dijlempets 
have fome Tincture or Idea in every Dtop of our Juices. 
Tile acute Dijlempcr as fuch, from its Nature foon fliowg 
it felf; but the chronical Ails, according to their Na- 
ture, adl flowly and imperceptibly on our Bodys, and re- 
quire fome Time befove they become manifeft. All the 
Town knov/s, how little nice the Inoculator has been in 
procuring good wholfome Juice ; not having many Pa^ 
tients in the common Way, he was frequently obliged* 
tQ have recouffe to the Pus of the Inoculated i thus cora-^ 

plica ting 



pUcating the Conflitutioli Diftempers of Two or more 
Perlons to be ingrahed on his i-atients. I lhall not en- 
Cjuire, what becomes of theJ?>_^ -F«f3</f«f^ of feveral who 
have been inoculated more than once. 

As in all Contagioui Difteiiipevs, fo in this the Fnmes 
or Levain of the Difeafe, is fomething vety fine and 
tile What then becomes of the other grofs ftsculeut 
part of this foreign Pus ox Corruption /j/grafteti i la 
Reafonone Would be apt to think, that it may prove 
the Fermevt or firft Speck of fomc chronical fu.'rii Jil ^ 
the cafe being much different from that of the Puj of 
Impoftumations and Ulcers ^rcper, not malignant but 
accidental, which by daily experience we know may 
fafeljr be received /)ack into the lame Mnfj of Blood from 
whence itdid proceedjind afterwards thrown ofFby I'ome 
EiinmHory. 

Some of their /?;c/7<owT ( even in thofe who can fcarce 
be faid to have had the Sviall Pox^ the number of the 
Puftules or Eruptions were fo few and without Pjis ) »wn 
pf'ofnjtlyy one, two, three or more Months after they go 
abroad i not in the manner of Suppuration, Digejlion or 
wafting of the Subftance in the Part; but by way. of 

. Difcharge, Evacuation^ or Artificial Sictetion from the 
habit of the ifo^fy, and that without the Interpofition 
of any extraneous Body, as Lmf, Tent, or Pe/r, to keep 
the Lips of the lucifton from agglutinating, as in com- 
mon Jjfues i«,^bfb'lutely requifite, but meerly by the Vi- 
f70?//7;e/.f or Malignity of the Hnmour difcharg'd, thefc 
Inoculated Jjfues are continued. Suppofe by any Intem- 
peijesof Body ( which the moll healthy are liable to 
from thechange of Weather, Diet, or other Agcidents ) 
the Juices are put into a hurry; this vicious SecrUinn 
(as much as all other natural Secretions) is difturb'd 
for a Time, and the Malignant Humour either retain'd 
in the Blood, to the fpoiling of the Habit ; or in 

• /tt///wrtrjy Siibjefts (asdo all other Fluxions) takes its 
courfe to fome weak Parr, r.^. to the Lnngioi thofa 
whofe Lungs are tender, to the Kidneys of the Gravelly 
or Diabolical, to lYit Hi^doi thole affli^ted with Difteitv 

pcrs, 
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piers of the Head, ^e. and confequently by its Malignitf 
produce in thofe weak Parts either infenfible Waflingi or 
ia due Timt Exuleerations. This fecms to account for 
the Suhfequent Ails of the Jnoculatid publickly declared 
by fome Qentlemen as above. As in foine the Ventral 
hues does not difcovcr it felf till after foine Months or 
years, fo it may be with this LUES. I am apt to 
think, that if this Prailice be ever approved of, it irjay 
be advifablc, to convert thefe Incifions into the Form 
of common Iffues, to continue for fome confiderable 
Time. N. B. The Sores remaining after the worft Sort 
of natural Small Pox, heal as kindly as any other acci- 
dental Sore or Exulceration not malignant- 

Moreover, whatever Ails and Difeafcs,efpfCjaUy chro' 
ft'ieal^ the Inoculated in the after Couife of their Lif« 
may be fubje^l to \ many of their Neighbours, and per- 
haps fome of themfelves, will be apt to lay the Blame on 
their former Jnoeulation^ aridfo live in continual Anxie- 
ty and Difquietude of Mind, being for ever rendred inca- 
pable of enjoying that PerfedHon of Happinefs in this 
Life, Mens fana in corpore fano. This I fay may be the 
Cafe of fome. 

4. Tbe rajb and mifchievous Methods ufed in prop'igating 
ill's prpSice. Inftead of contriving Methods to lecurc 
the Inoculated from taking the Infection the common 
Way, and their Neighbours from being infefted by 
them, they inoculate iiidilFerently in all Co^ts, and fet 
the Town all in a Flame in one Moment as it were ; ma-' 
tiy perjjb who had the Infection from the Inoculated, 
ivhofe Deaths peiiiaps in for 0 diyino they may be found 
guilty of. Their Authors Tiviouius and Pylarinns tt\\ 
them, The Perfon wKo collects the Matter, ought not 
to apply it, leail a double IvfeSiaii enfue ; and that the 
Advantage of this Pradice is, that a fititaHe Se.ifm and 
'A w^U prepared Body maybe had to rencounter the In- 
fedlion J but thefe things, as trivial, they negledl, and 
Tun headlong as if pu(h'd on by feme Fury. 

How confcisntioufly do they tell us, that tho' it fpread 
Jrjfedtion, there may be Methods eafjly tj^kcn to prevent 

its 
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Its liazarding others that do not yet come into it ; tt 
the fame Time before thefe Methods are taken or ia 
the leaft endeavoured after, they lay all down they caq 
frofelyte* They do all they can to perfwade the Counttf 
tovns to come into it, tho' they generally have efcaped 
in former Small Pox Times, and the Winter coming oa 
with the hard continued f'rofts may ftop its Progrefs. 
Suppofe they compafs their U^ICKED DESIHES^ 
and Owe in Teriy which is more than can be expected to 
give into it ( not above one in Fifty in BoSon have beei 
inoculated J indifferent Corners of the Town (for in their 
Scribles they lay down no Method of feparating thofe 
from others ) are inoculated, in a (hort time thofe infedl 
dll the Town, fo as to have it the natural If^ay j with* 
out any Spirit of Prophecy by what we have feen of 
Small Pox Patients in the CQuntry Towns one Third, per* 
haps one Half of the People will perilh to thedepapw 
fating of Ws Mjjt:Hy^s good Province. The Reafons ^m- 
Sbortty may have to connive at this, I do not pretend to 
»eddle with-, but defire to be thankful to QOD, who 
in his wife Providence, feems to put a Stop to their 
Career, by the late Deaths of feveral Inoculated, 
r Fox Six Months p^A the Infedion in To has much 
' kept off the CoM?j/)7 from fupplying us.* The Town is 
now almoU clear, and in a feiv Jf^eeks thofe who fled 
" might have return'd in Safety ; but by the Inoculators 
Machinations^ Inoculation oxInftHion is continued, and 
we are kept Statu quo: Nay further, to add to our 
Calamities, Roxlury the Thorpugh-Fareto^o3oH,which 
hitherto had efcaped, is now under Inoculation, and the 
• 5faa'M'f Supply moie hindred than before. 
■ ' One of the Mifchiefs aiending this Pra(flice, is, Fa- 
mily D/vifious and Ihats. When GOD is pleafed to 
take to himfelf fo;ne i?t;/flf/iiw, Servant or Slave' in the 
natural Way, v.g. a Child; the Wife with Bittemefs 
'^efle<^ls on the Husbaad, telling him, Parfon ■ - fays. 
Inoculation would have fav'd our dear Child. And how 
many afHi(\ themfelves, fince wrought upon by the 
Jnoculating Mihitlers, becaufe of the Deaths of their 
near Relations ? The late inoculated Deaths make thefe 
People more eafy in theit Minds. If Conientions arife 
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fay they in their Cafes of Confcience, (p. 9 ) is nq mat- 
ter to them, becaufe it was fo incur Saviours time, 
Jilar. lo. g5. Pur I am come to fet a Mm at Variance a- 
gahift his Fatherland the Dmghter aganift her Mother, &c. 
Thus they excufe their fpreading Contention. 0 vile 
ebtife of the Scriptures !

have this putrid or fecond Fever from a return of foitw" 
of -Che Ptcky Matter into the Blood 5 it muft then frrft ■ 
return into the lUood, before it can come to vent it felf 
at thofe Iffues ; fo that at moll it. may mohrate,hMi not > 
prevent this fecond Fever j we find Veficatorys or Blifterr ^ 
aiifwer the Intention better, by reafon of thz Stimulusy 
inclining the nojcious Humours to the Places of Vwi.
